Antloch's oldest bulding landmark 
will be a thing of hlatory with tho 
paaaing of the King Drug store build- 
ing on Main street, which la being 
wrecked this week to make room for 
a modem brick building. 

According to hlatory furnished by 
Mra. D. A. Williams, the old wooden 
structure was built prior to 1843, and 
waa occupied by Munson Bros.' store. 
In 1843 the first Antioch grade school 
occupied the rooms on the second 

floor. 

William Ring and son purchased 
the building from the Munson's and 
a few years later the firm was known 
as the Collier and Ring Co. In 1871 
Levi Simona and D. A. Williams took 
over tho business. Simons later sold 
to L. P. Barnes and Barnes and Wil- 
liams conducted the bualneaa. E. B. 
Willlama later took possession, from 
whom Frank King, the present owner 
made his purchase. 

WMth the passing of the grade 
school from the building the second 
floor was converted Into a hall, tho 
only one In Antioch, and was used by 
the Masonic lodge, the Good Templar 
lodge and for church services of the 
Baptist church. 

Tho addition occupied by the Hach- 
meister meat market was built on lu 
later years by "Uncle Jim" Davis, 
who a few of the older generation 
BtiU remember. 

Barney Naber purchased the build- 
ing from Mr. King and la aupervlalng 
the wrecking. Work was started 
early Tuesday morning on the upper 
portion of the building, and It waa 
found that the lath used was of hand- , 
splintered boards. The boards are 
about twelve feet long and eight 
inches wide, being about one-half 
Inch In thickness. 

Tho carpenters evidently used an 
axe to make long splinters In the 
boards which were wide enough to 
hold plaster. The larger foundation 
posts were of solid oak and riveted 
together with wooden pegs. Most ot 
the heavy timber Is still In very good 
condition and could stand many 
years more of hard wear. 

The new building will get under 
operation as soon as the ground la 
cleared and It la hoped to have it 
ready for occupancy In January. 
It will be occupied by the King Drug 
store and the Hachmelster market. 

During the completion of the new 
structure the King's Drug store will 
carry on their bualneaa acroaa the 
street in the Felter block, and the 
Hachmelster meat market will take 
up temporary quarters In the former 
Green Front fruit store on Main- 
street, next to Reeves Drug Store.

ILLINOIS A GOOD PLACE 

TO "MARRY A FARM" 
If you want to "marry a farm." U- 

llnoia offers splendid opportunities. 
In the Ave north central states, In- 
cluding Illinois, an average of 8.4% 
of the farm owners have acquired 
their lands by matrimony, according 
to the Sears-Roebuck Agricultural 
Foundation, based on a survey made 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa and Minne- 
sota are the other states in the 
"Farm by Marriage" group that 
should prove good hunting grounds 
tor the land-eyed suitor. In these 
four states 8.4 per cent of the land 
owners married a farm. More than 
six per cent of the plainsmen of 
Texas acquired their lands by mar- 
riage, while In Kentucky and Tennes- 
see of the 845 farmers interviewed 
G.9 per cent had taken a farm along 
with a wife. 

For the United States as a whole 
79 per cent of the farm acreage was 
acquired by the owners through pur- 
chane; 15.3 per cent by Inheritance; 
3.3 per cent by marriage and 2.4 per 
cent in other ways, principally home- 
steading. These percentages vary ac- 
cordln to the location and the type 
of farming. 

As miglit bo expected In an old 
stale like Massachusetts, a high per- 
centage of the farms were acquired 
by inheritance. Among the 710 land 
transfers examined in that state, 22.8 
per cent represented Inheritances. In 
Texas among the IC'J owners Inter- 
viewed the majority bought their 
lands; only 5.7 per cent acquired 
their farms by Inheritance. In the 
north central states 04.5 per cent of 
the farmers purcliased their lands. 

Western Nebraska still has many 
farms occupied by the original home 
ateadcrs. Appro.ximately 19 per cent 
of the farm-owners In one section of 
western Nebraska, where the hgurea 
were gathered, stated they were the 
original homesteaders. 

On the S45 farms in Kentucky and 
Tennessee. Involving a total of 71.- 
495 acres. 81.2 per cent of the owiers 
had purchased outright; 12.3 per cent 
had acquired possession by Inherit- 
ance, less than one per cent by gUe 
and none by hosesteadlng. 

The 2,051 farms Bur\'eycd In Wis- 
consin showed 80.G per cent were ac- 
quired by purchase; 9 per cent by In- 
herltance; 3.5 per cent by gift; 1.4 
per cent by marriage and 5.5 per cent

to Inland waters, from the hatcheries 
which have been purchased and built 
with money derived from the sale of 
licenses. 

Over three million young baas, or 
enough to stock flfty northern Illin- 
ois lakes, in addition to twenty-flve 
carloads shipped to downstate lakes 
and BtroamK, were produced last year 
at the Spring Grove hatchery. This 
hatchery, consisting of four ponds, 
containing about thirty acres, Is one 
of the largest bass hatcheries in the 
world. Bass cannot be propagated 
by artlflclal means, so the adult flsh 
arc placed In these ponds and allow- 
ed to spawn under natural conditions, j 
The spanw hatches in May or June, 
under normal temperatures, and the i 
young are ready for distribution by 
late summer or early fall. At this | 
time each pond la drained, the adult: 
buss placed In a retaining pond and ■ 
the flngerlings collected In cqncrot".' 
basins at the lowest part of the pond. 
These flngerlings are then loaded hi 
large milke cans and delivered by 
rail or truck to streams and lakes of 
the state. 

The demand for stock so far ex- 
ceeded the supply that the 53rd Gen- 
eral Assembly, at the request of the 
Organized Sportsmen, made an ap- 
propriation for the purchase, con- 
struction and maiatenance ot addi- 
tional hatcheries. At the present 
time four bnss hatcheries are under 
construction, and will be stocked 
with adult this fall. 

They are distributed In such a way 
that cost of distribution will be bln- 
imized. The Uockford hatchery con- 
tains 17 acres In one large pond. 
Yorkvllle has two ponds of 15 acres. 
E. St. Louis has 15 acres and Carlyle 
12 acres. Necessary retaining ponds 
and concrete basins are being built 
at each hatchery In ■ addition to the 
large spawning ponds. Mr. Stratton 
hopes at an early date to secure ad- 
ditional hatcheries for other sections 
of the state. 

However, the successful comple- 
tion of this program of more flsh and 
more places to flsh depends not ao 
[much upon restrictive "Don't" Laws, 
as upon constructive legislation. It 
behooves every flsherman to see to It 
that all members ot the legislature, 
in fact all public offlclas throughly 
understand the vital importance of 
carrying on thia work. 

The Division of Game and Flsh 
must be financed, and It Is only right 
and just for those who enjoy fishing 
to support it by paying Uielr share In 
the form of a fishing license— not for 
the right to flsh, but to increase the 
supply of flsh for themselves and the ■ 
future generations.
